the m asters of the four German 
ships. 
Perez said he would send a full 
report on this incident to the 
Mexican government immediately. 
Three United States destroyers 
appeared off Tampico yesterday. 
It was believed they were in­ 
specting the scene where the Ger­ 
man vessels were intercepted. 
Five Ships In Group 
According to German sources 
the freighters were intercepted by 
five British or Canadian warships, 
causing one of the m erchant ves­ 
sels to be scuttled and the others 
to flee back to Tampico.

Slow getting away, the draft 
machinery and the army’s assimi­ 
lation of men will start rolling la­ 
ter in the week. Virtually all of 
the reduced first contingent are 
expected to be in uniform before 
the end of the month. 
Only two points in the country 
were starting on schedule. In Chi­ 
cago IOO men were called to re­ 
port to their induction stations and 
to be on their way to the recep­ 
tion center at Fort Sheridan, 111. 
In a half dozen cities on the 
west coast, 393 men were summon­ 
ed and were to report to centers 
at Fort Lewis, Wash., San Fran­ 
cisco, and Fort McArthur in south­ 
ern California.

lected in the course of his sur­ 
gical work.

But here he writes an entire book 
about how much sickness is the 
■ result of maladies of the soul. 
There are plenty of examples of 
Dr. Hertzler’s humor. He is a 
little suspicious of the value of 
T prolonged university education 
nowadays. Ile tells tho story of 
a woman who taught Greek in a 
state university and who gave it 
up to get married and have a baby. 
She called Dr. Hertzler once and 
as he hove in sight she said, 
“There isn’t a single thing in 
Goodwin’s Greek Grammar that 


tells what to do for a yelling 
child.” A trained nurse, with a 
high school education, would have 
known what to do. 


Agrees with Book 
Even though closely associated 
as I am with university life, 
these remarks arouse a responsive 
chord in me. I visited s great uni­ 
versity the other day and saw 
literally hundreds of students ly­ 
ing around on the campus, toying 
with their books. When my father 
and mother were that age they 
were married and had started in 
business in a new country. Now 
there is no new country and no 
new business. Those young peo­ 
ple on the campus are temporiz­ 
ing with life: they have no thirst 
for knowledge, nor are they des­ 
tined to be great scholars. They 
are simply breeding some swell- 
elegant neuroses. 
Dr. Hertzler has a good deal to 
say about marriage, and divorce, 
and youthful love. To quote again, 
he feels that the social workers 
who specialize in the divorce 
problem are a queer lot. One he 
knew was on the surface a sweet, 
reasonable, gentle, little lady, but 
underneath she was a cruel, nag­ 
ging pagan who loved to see others 
suffer, especially her husband. 
The husband’s doctor urged him 
to buy a one-way ticket to South 
America and save his health. But 
his duty made him keep on and 
he was fed bromides for years, 
until finally he took his own life. 
I believe Dr. Hertzler’s book is 
the answer to those who constant­ 
ly ask me to recommend a book on 
“Love and M arriage.”
